Administration lead­ 
ers, it is said, will not spare the horses 
Specifically, they won’t smother the Townsend 
plan committee, but will bring it out on the floor for 
a v ote The idea is to let the congressmen who liked 
it so well last Nov ember tell how they feel about it 
now. They are particularly interested in Republican 
congressmen, who got Townsend support in some­ 
thing like a three to one ratio against Democrats in 
the latest election because the Townsend plan in 
theory was Infinitely more exciting than social se­ 
curity in fact. 


GRASS FIRES 
Firemen don't need to look at the calendar to 
find out when it’s time for householders to be put­ 
ting their places in shape for the summer. 
They wait for grass fire alarms, an Infallible sign 
The typical history of a grass fire goes something 
like this: 
A man with n rake has collected a pile of debris. 
He wonders what to do with it. He remembers that 
he has matches in his pockets. Soon he has a bright 
blaze burning. A boy may be the culpiit, but usually 
it’s the boy’s father 
One thing leads to another and soon the fire lias 
begun to spread. It's a simple proposition that one 
man with two feet and a shov el, if he's lucky, can’t 
cov er as much ground as a fire can cov er 
He soon 
finds that out 
Euch year the fire department tries to make this 
fact plain, and each year it is only partly successful. 
The trouble all goes back to the man with a rake who 
is tidying up. and he can t be condemned 
His in­ 
tentions are always of the v ery best.

But appearance of a new point of contention

to solv e internal problems without causing public in­ 
conv enience.

war edema 
Thougii dictatorships 
may 
have 
more armaments than the democ­ 
racies, Dr. Jeghers 
doubts 
that 
even with their last acquisitions 
can 
they 
possibly 
approach 
the 
democracies in the m atter of food 
supplies Thus an effective block­ 
ade might starve their armies. 
Meanwhile, he says, totalitarian 
states 
laboratories are trying 
to 
produce 
adequate 
substitute* 
for 
basic food materials 
“A synthetic diet may be theo­ 
retically possible, but in the pres­ 
ent stage of knowledge could not 
be achieved satisfactorily nor used 
with safety," said Dr Jeghers. 
"The cast of synthetizing food 
factors on a national 
scale 
prob­ 
ably would prove more costly than 
the use of natural foods, and be 
distinctly less effaelous. One coukl 
perhaps supply the calorie «energy» 
needs with
